CoMMERCIAL failures last week in the United States, 
as reported by R. G, Dun & Co., were 269, against 
256 the preceding week and 228 the corresponding 
week last year. Failures in Canada numbered 27, 
against 26 the preceding week and 45 last year. Of 
failures last week in the United States, 95 were in the 
east, 76 south and 65 west, and 33 in the Pacific states, 
and 87 reported liabilities of $5,000 or more, against 
95 the previous week. Liabilities of commercial fail- 
ures thus far reported for October are $5,632,672, 
against $6,285,774 for the same period last year. 








Tue world’s production of graphite for 1908 is esti- 
mated at 100,922 short tons, valued at $3,063,386, less 
than the two previous years, says a report of the Geo- 
logical Survey. Although most of the graphite pro- 
ducers of the United States reported a better demand 
for refined graphite, the output of flake graphite in 
the United States showed a considerable decrease, and 
the value of the total production was the smallest 
since 1903. Graphite was produced in Alabama, Alas- 
ka, Colorado, Georgia, Michigan, Nevada, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 








Tue National Association of Manufacturers, 
‘rough its organ American Industries, has just com- 
__. pleted a canvass of its 3,000 members 

The : ’ 
Trades _throughout the United States in nearly 
Outlook, ¢Véery line of trade, in order to ascertain 
the country’s commercial status twelve 
nths after the panic. The canvass was made by 
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means of letters sent out two or three weeks ago. 
Four questions were asked of the members, relating 
to the exact condition of trade at the present time, the 
percentage of increase in business in the last ten 
months, the possibilities for future improvement and 
‘any suggestion which might serve to ameliorate con- 
ditions. The industries allied with the National Asso- 
ciation.of Manufacturers are: Iron and steel, machin- 
ery,#tools and hardware, agricultural implements, ve- 
hicles, textiles, leather, food products, cement and clay 
products, etc. 


The returns from the canvass show that the pres- 
ent conditions of trade in the majority of industries 
are fair, and that the possibilities for an increase dur- 
ing the coming year are very bright. Agricultural im- 
plements show the largest percentage of increase and 
vehicles the lowest. The steel trade makes a distinctly 
encouraging report, as 70 per cent of the iron and 
steel plants in the association report conditions good, 
78 per cent have had an increase during the last ten 
months and 85 per cent have reasons to believe that 
prospects for the immediate future are reassuring. Ma- 
chinery, including -all classes throughout the country, 
shows that 68 per cent of the machinery manufac- 
turers have had an increase since January 1 last. In 
food products, 89 per cent report business good, 94 
per cent have had an increase, and all are optimistic 
for the future. Lumbermen report 85 per cent good, 
and 80 per cent have had am increase, while 93 per 
cent of them are hopeful for the future. In the tool 
and hardware trade 77 per cent report business good, 
87 per cent have had an increase, while 92 per cent 
are optimistic. There are fewer idle persons in the 
United States now than at any previous time since the 
beginning of the depression last November. The out- 
look for the coming year is, to say the least, very en- 
couraging. 








SHIPPERS in official classification territory, which 
embraces the states north of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi, are being formally notified 
Accept New that the new standard bill of lading rec- 
fame, ommended by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will become effective No- 
vember 1. In this notice is the announcement that if 
shippers do not like the contract contained in the 
uniform bill property will be accepted at carrier’s lia- 
bility for an additional charge of 10 per cent. While 
the uniform bill provides that the railroads shall as- 
sume common law liability for shipments, there are 
a number of exceptions which have aroused protests 
from a great many commercial organizations. 
The new rule, as announced by the official classifi- 
cation roads, is as follows: 

If the shipper elects not to accept the conditions of the 
new uniform bill of lading, the property so carried will be 
at carrier’s liability, limited only as provided by’ common 
law and by laws of the United States, and of several States, 
in so. far as they are not inconsistent with such common car- 
rier’s liability, and the charge therefor will be 10 per cent 


higher than the rate charged for property shipped subject to 
all the terms and conditions of the uniform bill of lading and 


 §hipper’s order. 


Shippers have had numerous disputes with the rail- 
roads on the liability question, and the announcement 


























difficulty. It was formerly customary to charge an 
additional 20 per cent when the carrier assumed lia- 
bility, but the Interstate Commerce Commission put an 
end to this by ruling that shippers have a right to un- 
restricted liability. The carriers in western classifica- 
tion territory recently abolished the 20 per cent rule 
and substituted a rule that they will transport prop- 
erty subject to common law and statute liability, ,Most 
of the western roads will not adopt the uniform bill of 
lading, but have provided forms which are more ac- 
ceptable to shippers. 

Many commercial organizations have taken a stand 
against the uniform bill of lading and have urged 
their members to use other forms when offering ship- 
ments to railroads. The National Industrial Traffic 
League, which includes commercial bodies in all parts 
of the country, has drawn up a simple form which . 
has recommended for transportation of property “i 
accordance with the provisions of law and the oe 
of this bill of lading.” 

In recommending this simple form the National In- 
dustrial Traffic League states that it is of the belief 
that the proposed bill of lading is in restriction of the 
statute and common law rights of both shippers and 
carriers. It maintains that only a plain bill of lading, 
subject to statute and common law liability, shall be 
used until Congress legislates on the subject. 

One objection to the uniform bill of lading pro- 
posed by the Interstate Commerce Commission is that 
it provides that a carrier shall not be liable if a claim 
for loss or damage is not filed within four months. 
It is asserted that this conflicts with national and state 
laws which allow several years to elapse before a claim 
is outlawed or barred. 

Among the objections made by grain men is_one 
that the railway company is relieved from liability for 
loss or difference in the weights of grain or seeds 
caused by natural shrinkage or discrepancy in elevator 
weights. 

The uniform bill is acceptable to the American 
Bankers’ Association, which desired that greater pro- 
tection should be afforded bankers who make loans 
on bills of lading. 

The Interstate Commerce Conninleniois, while it has 
no power to require the adoption of the bill, has been 
especially anxious that it be given a thorough test so 
that any defects may be discovered and eliminated be- 
fore Congress undertakes to compel the use of a uni- 
form bill. Time will tell whether the bill in its pres- 
ent form will ‘work satisfactorily. 








The Bureau of Labor, Washington, D. C., has re- 
cently issued a bulletin relative to European methods 
in caring for the unemployed. The field 


The covered is Great Britain, Germany, Aus- 
Waris tria, Switzerland and France The 
Unemployed. 7 : 


methods, as the most effective are con- 
sidered, are resolved chiefly to two—the public em- 
ployment bureau and the colonization plan which turns 
the unemployed back to the land. Except for the pub- 
lic employment bureau and the scheme which has in 
view the placing of unemployed men on idle land, all 
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of the official classification roads may lead to further 
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other European. movements for the relief of the man 
who cannot find work sufficient to his support, smacks 
of mere charity. But these two, according to the report 
in discussion, are doing effective work and on a basis 
that promotes the independence and self-respect of the 
beneficiary. There may be those who think it insig- 
nificant as to what European countries do toward the 
relief of idle workingmen; but it is significant, and 
is becoming the more significant as the years pass. 

In every country there is differentiated a rapidly 
growing class of dependent labor—a hand-to-mouth 
class that sails high upon a flood tide of prosperity, 
but is left as drift-wood when the tide recedes. We 
have known of its presence more intensively in this 
country than at the present time, but notwithstanding 
some ten years of unexampled prosperity we saw last 
fall, with just one slight financial jar, how helpless be- 
came this army of dependent workers. Improvident, 
we may term them, and improvident, no doubt, many 
of them are, but we do not rid ourselves of the prob- 
lem they present by thus designating them. Nor as 
we progress, will that problem become the less com- 
plex by thoughtlessness and apathy. 

Of course, it savors of paternalism to speak of gov- 
ernmental supervision of the wage-earning fortunes of 
men, but most of the problems of the time have that 
same color of paternalism, when anything like an ef- 
fective solution is suggested. It.is properly the busi- 
ness of constructive political economy that some plan 
should be devised which will tend to lead the working 
man to the land, where he is apt, more than else- 
where, to become a self-supporting factor. How this 
may be done we would not venture to suggest, but 
that in wisdom it should be done, we are convinced. 


American consular reports furnish interesting de- 
tails of the plan recently adopted in Strassburg, Ger- 
many, to insure workingmen against idleness. The 
city of Strassburg, in order to minimize unemployment 
as much as possible, has offered to give an extra allow- 
ance of 50 per cent in addition to that which any in- 
dustrial society in the cify may contribute to its mem- 
bers out of work. Twenty different industrial so- 
cieties, or trades unions, comprising a membership of 
about 25 per cent of the workingmen of Strassburg 
applied to the city for this benefit. Twelve of them 
were granted it, but eight were refused on account of 
their prosperous condition. The city was called upon 
to pay $452 in 1907, while industrial societies pai 
$1,904 to their members for insurance. The apparent 
inconsistency of the city’s not paying $952—50 per 
cent of the sum paid out by the societies—is explaine:! 
by the fact that all the idle workingmen did not com 
ply with the city’s regulations, the two chief reason; 
being a residence of less than one year in the city an‘ 
the workingman’s failure to report regularly at tl: 
city’s employment bureau. 

This: is only a beginning, and the plan will pro! 
ably reach in the end all workingmen in Strassbury 
and render unemployment there much less distress 
ing than it has been. Other German cities are about 
to adopt similar plans. Germany may have an autc 





cratic, paternalistic government, but it seems to wor! 
for the benefit of those who need its aid.

The 
patent was an improvement on traveling stairs, such 
as are frequently seen in hotels and large stores. 
While Mr. Moore ordinarily attaches only his sur- 
name with his initials to a patent, he signalized the 
attainment of the g00,cooth by using his full name— 
Edward Bruce Moore. In the early history of the 
nation the law required that patents should be signed 
by the president, and as the first one was issued dur- 
ing the first presidential administration it was signed 
by President Washington. I am informed that it 
covered a device for making pearl ashes. By the year 
1911 Mr. Moore estimates that-the 1,000,cooth patent 
will have been issued. As going to show the inventive 
tendency of the American mind, as compared with 
other countries, notwithstanding that the United 
States is among the newest of nations, the total num- 
ber.of patents issued by the United States is not very 
far below the total for all other countries for all time, 
the issuance of fofeign patents up to the date of last 
reports having been 1,135,000, or only 235,000 in ex- 
cess of the total for this country.

I haven’t heard of a patent having been granted on 
the new “automobile” type of lawn mower that cer- 
tain lawn mower manufacturers are experimenting 
with, though I presume there has been. One of these 
“monstrosities,” I am informed, created an awful lot 
of excitement a week or two ago down near Tarry- 
town, N. Y. It belonged to John D. Rockefeller.

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Heating and Ventilating 


THE WARM-AIR FURNACE, VERSUS THE 
STEAM OR WATER BOILER. 











BY WM. T. ANDREWS, MEMBER OF THE FEDERAL FURNACE LEAGUE, 


Rarely indeed is any line of business called upon to suf- 
fer at the hands of both its enemies and its friends. Few in- 
stitutions could endure for any extended period such a com- 
bination of adverse circumstances; yet warm-air heating has 
for several years been subjected to most bitter attacks by 
manufacturers of steam and hot-water boilers, and at the 
same time has been so treated by some of those interested in 
warm-air furnaces as to bring it into as much discredit as 
possible. Mechanics have frequently obtained contracts for 
heating houses with warm-air furnaces in which the price 
seemed to be the sole governing feature; they have often done 
the installation work in the cheapest way conceivable, and 
have used furnaces constructed merely to meet the require- 
ment of being furnaces, 

No argument is needed to make it evident that such a 
course would inevitably bring discredit upon warm-air heat- 
ing. On the other hand the manufacturers of steam and hot- 
water boilers have exhausted their vocabularies and their 
stock of ideas in vituperations on warm-air furnaces. In fact 
they have carried the campaign so far that it would seem it 
must react upon them. One of the largest manufacturers of 
steam and hot-water boilers in the country has gone so far 
as to say that the average durability of a hot-air furnace is 
twelve years; that steam boilers and hot-water boilers are 
indestructible. © 

An answer to a claim of this sort is, that plenty of warm- 
air furnaces can be found that have been in use between 20 
and 30 years, and are still in use; and no one can tell when 
they will be given up. We will not undertake to say what the 
length of life of a steam or hot-water boiler is; but it is prob- 
ably less. 

The same authority says of heat distribution: “By hot 
air, uneven and difficult; by steam, positive; by hot water, 
unsurpassed.” Of ventilation: “By hot air, bad and drafty; 
by steam, A No. 1 with indirects; by hot water, A No. 1 with 
indirects.” 

Comment on a statement of this kind is scarcely neces- 
sary, but it is well to note that in speaking of the ventilation 
by steam and hot water, the authority does take the precaution 
to say that it is by indirect radiators. 

About the total absence of any ventilation whatever with 
direct steam and hot water he says nothing, and almost all 
steam or water heating is done by direct radiation. 

Of quality of heated air: “By hot air, scorched and 
burned; by steam, good; by hot water, genial, fresh.” 

We hate to think of any one so ignorant as to be fooled 
by any such nonsense as that! 

Of danger of explosion: “By hot air, slight; by steam, 
none; by hot water, none.” 

Does it seem possible that any sane business man would 
expect an intelligent public to believe what he tries to imply, 
that there is more danger of explosion from a hot-air fur- 
nace than there is from a steam boiler? 

Of noise: “Hot-air pipes conduct much; steam, noiseless ; 
hot water, noiseless.” 

We should like to have explained what the pounding 
noise is which is so frequently heard in connection with 
“noiseless” steam and hot-water pipes; and what noise it is 
which he says hot-air pipes conduct. 

Of management: “By hot air, troublesome; by steam, 
easy, automatic; by hot water, easy, automatic.” 

We assume from this that steam and hot-water boilers do 
not require feeding with coal, and do not have to have the 
ashes removed, as these are practically the only things that 
have to be done with hot-air furnaces, which are described by 
the authority as being “troublesome.” 

The foregoing quotations fromthe publications of the 
house referred to are sufficient to illustrate the apparently 
desperate frame of mind in which the advertiser finds him- 
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self; and it is no compliment to the people to whom the mat- 
ter is addressed that such twaddle and untruths should be 
used, Evidently the person who prepared such statements is 
convinced that he is combating a system of heating which 
really has great merit, else he would not resort to such dis- 
creditable statements in his zeal to throw discredit on hot-air 
heating. Yet in spite of all that has been done, both by those 
who set hot-air furnaces and those who manufacture boilers, 
to crush the warm-air heating business, warm-air heating 
continues to be employed, and is apparently regaining its old 
pre-eminence, and manufacturers of hot-air furnaces have at 
last come to realize the value of their product, and its supe- 
riority over all other methods of heating, and its right to 
first place in the estimation of the public, and though, during 
the violence of the attacks made upon it by the Steam and hot 
water people the warm-air furnace men have remained quiet 
and apparently completely subdued, they have at last recov- 
ered their courage, and have undertaken a defensive and of- 
fensive campaign for the warm-air furnace. 

They have comparatively easy work; the people of this 
generation are much more intelligent on the matter of hy- 
giene and sanitation than any preceding generation ; people are 
familiar with references to, and discussions of, questions of 
health and healthful surroundings; experience has taught 
many people that fresh air, the one thing which is unlimited 
and costs nothing, is not- only essential to our existence, but 
has great powers in overcoming certain disturbed conditions 
arising in the human body. 

With this basis it ought not to be very difficult to convince 
a person that a warm-air turnace, which brings into the house, 
whenever the furnace is employed for heating, a constant 
supply of fresh air from out-of-doors, has, in this fact alone, 
sufficient claim for preference over a steam or hot-water 
boiler, which simply warms over again the air which was in 
the room when the heating was started. 

The boiler men make great claims for their apparatus, that 
much less fuel is consumed; but if the warm-air furnaces did 
only what the water or steam boiler does, the probability is 
that the warm-air furnace would consume less fuel than the 
boiler, for if the air from the various rooms be taken back to 
the furnace and warmed over and over again it is quite a 
different task from taking air from out-of-doors at zero, or 
lower and immediately raising it to 70 degrees. 

With institutions established in various parts of the coun- 
try for those suffering with pulmonary troubles to sleep and 
live out-of-doors that they may be constantly in the fresh 
air, with the very practical demonstrations constantly before 
us of young people’s health being much improved by out-of 
door exercises, with adults seeking the benefits of out-door 
exercise in golf, boating, and touring in automobiles, it should 
be a very easy matter to make it evident to every reasonable 
person that when we are within our homes we can poorly af- 
ford to dispense with the fresh air which is so essential to 
our health. 

If the watm-air furnace men were to resort to such ques- 
tionable means as have been employed by their opponents. 
they would denounce in the strongest terms the unhealthful- 
ness of steam and hot-water systems. 

Let it be understood that no reference is made to indirect 
steam or hot-water heating in the foregoing remarks. This 
form (the indirect) supplies fresh air; but its construction 
and its operation are so vety expensive that only the wealthy 
ean afford to have it, and the places where it is used are so 
few that that phase of the question is negligible. 

As though warm-air furnaces had not had trou!) 
enough, it is, in addition to all those already referred to, su)- 
jected to the very important one of having its rights neglect: 
by the architect in planning a house to be heated by warm air 
The architect apparently is prejudiced against warm-air {''- 
naces, and in making his plans he too frequently positive’) 
refuses to take into consideration the fact that in order to 
its: work properly, the warm-air furnace must have cert: 
conditions provided for it; but the furnace is planned to be 
put where it is at great disadvantage in the matter of distrib- 
uting heat; the pipes have to be carried through awkwa' l, 
out-of-the-way places, to the great disadvantage of the fw

WALWORTH DEFLECTING WALL REGISTERS.

CONVENTION OF MASTER SHEET METAL 
WORKERS OF TEXAS. 


The Texas. Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers held its annual convention at San Antonio, 
Tex., on Oct. 2 and 3, in the auditorium of the Busi- 
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cipal recommendation regarding future plans was 
that an organizer be kept actively in the field, tor 
the reason that only seven Texas cities are now mei- 
bers of the association, whereas it is hoped to extend 
the influence of the organization into evefy city «1! 
town in the state which has one or more sheet mc'a! 
shops. 

Secretary S. A. Menczer of Fort Worth repor':¢ 
the association with a good financial balance on he 
Brief talks were made by T. P. Walsh of San .\" 
tonio, W. A. Jones of Dallas, L. H. Atwell of |" 
Worth, H. B. Vodrie of San Antonio and S. A. Mc ~ 
zer of Fort Worth: An elaborate entertainment | 
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oram was provided for the visitors, including an au- 
‘omobile sight-seeing trip, a visit to Electric Park 
and to the Fair grounds, a banquet winding up the 
last day's session. 

Two of the most important topics discussed at the 
convention were the “open shop” question and the 
reforming of the apprentice system. Through in- 
dividual and concerted action, the Texas Association 
of Master Sheet Metal Workers expects to accom- 
plish these reforms without disturbing the peaceful 
relations between the workers and the employes. 
Speaking of the “open shop” policy, Secretary Menc- 
zer is quoted as follows: 

“The union simply cannot furnish us a sufficient 
number of competent men, so we propose to develop 
skilled help. The ‘open shop’ is the only just system 
of operation. We want to be able to pay a workman 
according to his actual worth. Under the ‘closed 
shop’ system some get more than they are worth and 
others get less. We propose to restore the policy 
of graduating the wage according to merit and faith- 
fulness. We do not think one horse is worth as much 
as another horse. There is a difference. By pay- 
ing a man what he is worth we expect to develop 
better men and give our employes an incentive to im- 
prove their usefulness. In some instances expert 
men are paid more than the union scale, and this 
shows the disposition on the part of the workers to 
cige the hie "square deal. Where we suffer is in 
havingto. pay?se vf Giptoyes more than they earn.” 

Secretary Menczer also discussed the reform in 
the apprentice system which the Texas master sheet 
metal workers propose to establish. Under the pres- 
ent union systém the union admits an apprenticeship 
to extend for a period of three years. The employers 






contend that the qualifications are not sufficiently 
stringent, and that many, after three years of ap- 
prenticeship, aré accepted into the union and the em- 
ployers are forced to pay them full wages before they 
are actually competent. 
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To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to Mr. Fred A. Weider of Batavia, N. Y., 
who in Tae AMERICAN ARTISAN of October 3 asked 
for a quicker way to lay out a cold-air box from 
square to round, than was shown by my problem in 
THe AMERICAN Artisan of September 19, I fail to see 
why Mr. Weider wishes to make a square to round in 
one piece.

HARDWARE. 


There has been little gain in the hardware trade dur- 
ing the past week. Orders for small lots are coming 
in with increased rapidity, but there seems to be 2 
scarcity of large orders. It is now reasonably certain 
that there wil! not be any very great improvement until 
after election, after which it is expected that there will 
be a heavy rush of orders to the mills. As stocks are 
low in both the hands of retailers and jobbers there 
may be congestion in some lines during the last two 
months of the year.. A marked improvement is noted 
in the demand for builders’ hardware, and orders for 
this material are increasing in volume and size. 

Specifications on old contracts for wire nails con- 
tinue to come in freely from the mills. New business 
is only routine, but there is every indication that orders 
are piling up and will be placed after the middle of 
November. To this end buyers are now estimating 
their requirements. What business is coming forward 
is in small lots for immediate shipment, which is taken 
to indicate that stocks are at a minimum. Prices are 
generally well maintained, and neither manufacturers 
nor jobbers are disposed to make concessions. Manu- 
facturers of cut nails report a fairly good volume of 
shipments on small orders for immediate shipment, 
but an almost total absence of contract orders. The 
undertone to the market, however, is slowly improving. 
Demand in the local market is small. The movement 
in barb wire is not as heavy as had been expected at 
this season of the year, but larger orders are expected 
after the election, especially from the West and South. 
Prices are well held, however. There is still a good 
movement in plain wire, especially in rush orders for 
small lots to fence makers. It is expected that from 
now on there will be an increase in the output of the 
mills. , 
The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and $2.40 
out of store. The base price of cut nails at the mill is 
$1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for full car- 
loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads at the 


‘mill and $2.25 out of store. 


In-the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $1.95; retail- 
ers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ car- 
load lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 30 
cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80, and to retailers in carloads, $1.85. 

Purchases of long-handled steel snow shovels are 
being made by the retail trade in the northern states 
at prices considerably lower than those prevailing last 
year. They are now quoted at $2.50 to $2.75 per 
dozen. D-handled snow shovels are from 15 to 20 
cents higher.

The tinplate market has improved somewhat and 
more of the idle mills are likely to be started shortly.

COPPER. 

There is a better feeling in the copper market, an‘ 
the entrance of the government into the market as a 
large buyer has served to show how strong the mar- 
ket for actual copper really is. The London specu- 
lative market has declined about tos per ton during 
the week, but the tendency is in the other direction on 
this side of the water. The government sales are re- 
ported to have been made at 134%4@13% cents, but the 
leading producers are still holding Lake firmly at 14 
cents. Members of the trade are looking for a re- 
sumption of buying immediately after election, and ii 
such proves to be the fact it will not be difficult to dis- 
pose of the moderate accumulations now being made 
by the leading producing companies. The electrifica 
tion of the suburban business of the various steam 
railroads promises to give the outlet for a very large 
amount of copper during the next few years, and once 
the movement is fairly under way copper men are ex- 
pecting one of the biggest booms ever seen in the 
trade. Sheet copper is firm and unchanged, the base 
price being 18 cents. There is no change in yellow 
metal, quotations being 17 cents for dimensions, 15 
cents for sheathing and sheathing nails, 16 cents for 
slating nails and 17 cents for keel and stem metal.

° PIG IRON. 

The pig iron situation remains practically un- 
changed, though there seems to be a very strong belief 
that there will be a decided improvement after election. 
In fact there is now considerable inquiry for iron to 
be delivered after election, and it seems to be the gen- 
eral opinion that the result of the election will be such 
as to encourage the business interests, and that shortly 
after, if not at once, the good effect will be made mani- 
fest through a general increase in the demand for 
foundry iron. Just now the bulk of the inquiry is for 
1909 delivery, and prospective buyers are showing a 
great deal of interest in the matter of prices. The fur- 
nacemen are not disposed to sell very freely at the cur- 
rent quotations, and therefore there is only a moderate 
volume of business being done. The makers of pig 
iron believe that the market is coming their way soon 
after the first of the year, and think it is not good 
policy fo sell too large a proportion of their future 
product at current prices. An unusually small tonnage 
has been sold for first quarter delivery, for usually at 
this time the first quarter needs have been provided 
for, and often the first half has been entirely contracted 
for. Locally the demand is very quiet, though some 
small lots are being disposed of te foundrymen who 
have been buying from hand to mouth and who have 
been obliged to come into the market again for the iron 
necessary to keep their plants running. In the matter 
of prices, there is a very firm feeling, especially in the 
South, where most of the leading furnaces are holding 
pretty firmly at $13 a ton, though sales are still being 
made at $12.50 a ton. Some second-hand iron is re- 
ported to have been recently sold by a syndicate of 
speculators at $12@12.25, but this was done in order 
to get money to meet pressing obligations, and does not 
indicate amy weakness at furnaces. Alabama iron 
may therefore be said to be steady at $12.50@13 
f. 0. b. Birmingham. Virginia iron is quoted at $18.50 
@19, delivered on the wharf in Boston, 83 cents a ton 
being added for all-rail freight. There is no change 
to be noted in Pennsylvania iron, the current quotation 
being $17.50@18.25, New England delivery.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “The market is quiet, current business of about the 
same volume as has been going and consumption steadily 
improving. The movement of iron on old contracts is being 
urged and prices are about the same. There is absolutely no 
change on the small lots which are being sold for prompt 
shipment, and the few inquiries for delivery next year are 
being considered entirely apart and as special propositions by 
themselves. There are one or two fair inquiries out, which 
will probably not be closed for several days. 

“It is remarked in the East that there is some improve- 
pan in inquiry and sales, especially in the steel making 
ines. 

“Furnaces in the South and through the Middle West 
are holding firmly and there is expectation that this will con- 
tinue until some time next month, when the disposition as 
to business and figures for next year can be more readily 
secured. 

“Coke is quiet but steady. The movement on contracts 
is good and little new business offering just now.” 


SEEDS. 


The Leonard Seed Company, Chicago, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The general conditions in the seed trade as regards 
seed crops, remain practically unchanged at this date. The 
continued dry weather has certainly not improved crops any, 
and may have done some additional damage. Reports on 
beet, carrot and radish, seem to indicate that the crop has 
been materially damaged, and that the product will be cut to 
quite an extent. Onion, lettuce and that class of seed will 
probably be in the neighborhood of three-fourths of a crop. 
Michigan grown radish was damaged quite largely by the 
extreme dry weather which prevailed just before harvest. 

“The indications are for one-half of a normal bean 
crop, on the average, although some varieties may run as 
high as 75 per cent. The Green Pod varieties seem to run 
shorter than the Wax, which is rather an unusual condition. 
The weather conditions all through the entire season have 
been most unfavorable for the production of a good crop. 
The continued wet weather which prevailed early, prevented 
the farmers from fitting their land properly, as well as pre- 
venting the beans being planted to best advantage. Then, 
just as the blossoms were forming, the hot, dry weather 
came on, blighting many plants at that time, and continuing 
through the filling season, caused many of the pods to ma- 
ture only one-half the beans which they contained. The 
shortage in beans may be made up to a certain extent, how- 
ever, by stocks which have been carried, and are on hand at 
this time. Such varieties, however, as Burpee’s Stringless, 
Valentine, Detroit Wax, and Improved Golden Wax are 
probably quite short. 

“The pea situation, which has been dismal enough all 
season, has become even worse than early estimates showed. 
The estimates made in August, gathered from as many 
sources as possible, seemed to show that Alaskas, Hors- 
fords, Advancers, Abundance and peas of that class, would 
be from 40 to 50 per cent of a crop, but at this time, some 
houses are reporting their deliveries as low as 25 per cent. 
Dwarf Telephone, Gradus, Thomas Laxton and kindred 
sorts, were reported early at 40 to 50 per cent, and will 
probably range nearer the 40 per cent than the 50 per cent 
mark, when all crops are in. Telephones, Duke of Albany, 
Alderman, Champion of England, 35 to 60 per cent of a crop. 
Some growers today are reporting this class of peas at from 
35 to fo per cent. It would seem as though the prices this 

ear on almost the entire list of peas will range higher than 
ast year. Sales were reported on Alaskas, Horsfords and 
Advancers, in carload lots recently at from $5.00 to $5.50 per 
bushel. Owing to the many different sections in which we 
grow our own crops, we are delivering 60 per cent on Alas- 
kas, Horsfords and that type, while on some others we are 
delivering in full. Scattering our crops over a greater area, 
selecting those localities which are best adapted to the crop, 
we intend growing and not confining ourselves to one or two 
locations. We are not dependent on the local conditions 
which prevail at one point, but have a much better chance of 
etting a more nearly average crop than those who do con- 
fine themselves to one place. 

“Onion sets at Chicago were considerably less than the 
normal crop, occasioned by the dry weather, the stock run- 
ning exceptionally small. Prices undoubtedly will range ex- 
ceedingly high before the season is well on.”
